“JUST CHARGE IT TO LUCAS,” 


How Money Was Taken from the Keystone 
Bank. 

PrTLADELPHIA, May 7.—It is now estab- 
lisheu beyond doubt that all the money which 
has been taken irregularly from the Keystone 
bank isnot embraced in the operations of 
John C. Lucas. Transactions which have oo- 
curred since his death have come to light that 
tend strongly to confirm the assertion freely 
made that when the money was gone they 
said: Just charge it to the Lucas account.” 
It is openly charged that in this 
manner large amounts of money were taken 
and the tracks of its disappearance buried in 
the Lucas deficit. In this connection astonish- 
ing revelations are expected. Forgery is 
hinted at. Notes are said to have disappeared 
and a memoranda stolen. 

Extraordinary efforts are being made to keep 
the exact nature of the operations from the 
public, and these attempts at suppression will 
probably be carried into the proceedings of 
the bearing tomorrow.

A BAD RAILROAD WRECK 


In Which One Person Was Killed and 
Others Severely Injured. 

Corumsvs, O., May,7.—A disastrous wreck 
occurred on the Pan Handle railroad, four 
miles west of Dennison, O., at 11 o’clock this 
morning, being a collision between the limited 
mail No. 6 west and passenger No. 10 east. 
Daniel Longnecker, of Columbus, baggage 
master on No, 10, was: instantly 
killed. He was formerly a conductor 
on the same road and a prominent er- 
soldier. Three or four cars were demolished 
and trains delayed about six hours. At the 
point of the accident double tracks begin and 
it is the usual place for trains to pass. 

The passenger was runuing at high speed, 
being heavily loaded, and also carried the pri- 
vate car of Superintendent J. F. Miller, with a 
party of railroad officials. 

Engineer Thomas Irwin states that the air- 
brakes failed him at the point of the accident, 
and he ran out into a single track and was in 
the act of reversing his engine when the ac- 
cident occurred, 

The two engines were fairly welded together, 
so great was the force.

LOSSES BY FIRE, 


Lumber Companies Lose Heavily at Long 
Island City. : 

Lone Istanp Ciry, N. T., May 7.—Fire 
engines and tugs are still playing on the ruins 
of the greatest fire Long Island city has ever 
had. The aggregate losses will exceed even 
the estimates already made and will reach 
probably $500,000. None of those burned out 
were willing to place more than an approxi- 
mate estimate on their individual losses. The 
losses of the Export Lumber Company will 
probably reach $250,000. The H. F. Burroughs 
Company's lumber yards were also entirely 
destroyed and the loss is about $200,000. Don- 
caster &|Bros’., iron founders, will losef$15,000; 
Whiting Lumber Company, $5,000; Hummel’s 
stone yards, $5,000; Clark & Sampson, hay and 
feed, $15,000; MacIntosh & Co., lumber, $25,- 
000; Tunis Sims Company, $1,000, and E. W. 
Meolare, $10,000. All the above firms are 
partially insured. Nothing definite about 
their exact losses and insurance can be learned, 
from the fact that the offices were destroyed, 
and if any of the books were savedj they are 
in safes lying in the ruins. 

Winona, Minn., May 7.—Last night the en - 
tire plant of the Schroth and Ahrens Mill Com- 

y went up in flames. The mill, ware- 
ouse and three blocks of lumber were burned. 
The fire started in the wheel pit of the plan- 
ing mill and spread rapidly, being only stopped 
at the boundaries of the lumber yards. At

but still burning fiercely. A large number of 
window sashes and doors were stored in the 
warehouse.

THE SAUGY ITAL 


ON HER BACHE FOR A SAVYEE 
‘HABBOR. 


A CRUISER WILL BE SENT AFTER HER 


What the Attorney General Says of the Af- 
fair—Should the Itala Escape, There 
May Bea Little Trouble. 


Say Dieco, Cal., May 7.—A bout 5:30 0’clock 
last evening the Chilian steamer Itata lifted 
her anchors and quietly steamed down the bay 
and out into the ocean, carrying with her 
Deputy United States Marshal Spencer, who, 
as far as known, is still on board. The de- 
parture of the Itata was unexpected, 
though it was not supposed she would leave as 
soon as she did. It was rumored late in the 
afternoon that she was preparing to leave the 
harbor, and the «absence of any of her crew 
from the streets added weight to the story. 

At 5 o'elock the captain’s gig, which had 
been lying at the foot of H street, pulled off 
for the vessel with six men on 
board, and as soon as the boat was 
boisted to the deck, the Itata weighed. her au- 
chor and steamed down stream. Marshal Gard 
was not aware that the captain had any inten- 
tion of. disregarding his authority, for he left 
for Point Loma in the launch Tia Juana, just 
one hour ahead of the big steamer, and had 
passed the point and proceeded some distance 
out to sea before he couid have been aware that 
the Itata was following him. 

Marsha! Gard's errand on his second trip out 
of the harbor was to take the schooner Robert 
and Minnie anywhere she might be found in 
the open seas outside of Mexican jurisdiction, 
as a iratical craft. The marshal's 
launch left the wharf at 4 o'clock. 
Besides Major Gard, there were aboard 
A. C. Spaulding, of San Francisco; A. M. 
Conoughy, Captain Crawford, and four sol- 
diérs from the barracks, armed with rifles and 
ammunition belts, who had been detailed to 
8 12 the expedition at the request of Marshal 


It is known that the marshal received in- 


structions from Washington that he had au- 


i thority to take the Robert and Minnie on the 


high seas under the neutrality and piracy 
laws, but by whom these orders were issue 
could not be ascertainéd. 

Marshal Gard was very reticent when ques- 
tioned on this point, simply saying he meant 
business and he intended bringing the 
schooner back if he came upto her, At 4 
o’clock Wednesday {morning, Marshal Gard 
and the party left for Coronado islands, where 
the Robert and Minnie was last seen on Tues- 
day. Just outside a sail appeared, which the 
tug made for. As soon as her master saw the 
Tia Juana he put about and ran south in order, 
it was supposed, to get into Mexican waters 
before he was overhauled. The meeting place 
of the schooner and tug was two and one-half 
miles south of the international line, about 
fifteen miles southwest of Point Loma. The 
tug passed to the windward of the Robert and 
Minnie, and those aboard had a good chance 
to observe her closely. On her stern were the 
words: Robert and Minnie, San Francisco.” 
The schooner was sailing under fore and main 
sail, with no jib or ls, and was so heavily 
Jaden that she made but slow progress. There 
were but four of her crew visibie, and these 
watched the movements of the tug anxiously 
through a giass from their positions on the 


poop. a 

The schooner be in Mexican waters, 
Marshal Gard returned to port to telegraph for 
instructions. There has at no time been any 
real doubt in the minds of those best informed 
that the ammunition which the Robert and 
Minnie carried was intended for the Chilian 
transport, and that it would be transferred to 
the hold of the Itata for use by the insurgents 
as soon as the big steamer obtained what sup- 
— she needed in port. It is definitely 

nown that communications have passed be- 

tween Captain Ferrall, of the schooner, and 
Captain Mauzeum, of the Itata, both while 
the Robert and Minnie was at Catalina and 
since her arrival off this harbor. 

The Chilians laid their plang well, and they 
were carried out to the letter, regardless of the 
interference of the United States authorities, 

Just after ——— this (Thursday)morning 
Marshal Gard and party returned from the 
outside and reported that the Robert and Min- 
nié had completely disappeared. The deputy 
marshal who had been placed on the small 
boat at the entrance tothe harbor to watch de- 
velopments, reported that when the Itata 
started out Pilot Dill was sandwiched between 
two armed Chilians, while four cannons 
guarded both the bow and stern. He reports 
that at least eighty Chilians were drawn up in 
line on the decks, showing that while the ves- 
sel was in port she was plentifully supplied 
with men, arms andammunition. While here 
she dispiayed only one small cannon and a 
crew of about sixty men. The deputy reports 
that when the vessel left the harbor she turned 
north and steamed toward San Clemente. 

THE CORRESPONDENCE MADE PUBLIC. ° 

Attorney General Miller this afternoon made 
public the substance of the correspondence 
that has passed between the officials here and 


the authorities at Wilmington and at San 


Diego, Cal., relating to the insurgent vessel 
Itala and the schooner Robert and Minnie. 
He refused to give out for publication the full 
text of the correspondence. The information 
gived by the attorney general agrees substan- 
tially with that received in the press dispatches 
from those two points. The representations 
upon which the orders were originally given to 
the collector of customs at Wilmington and 
subsequently to the United States marshal at 
San Diego to detain the Robert and Minnie 
were made to Foster and the attor- 
ney general by the Chilian minister, and were 
to the effect that he had information that the 
neutrality laws were being violated. 
, THE DEPUTY PUT ASHORE. 

Telegrams received by the attorney general 
indicated that the steamer Itala,after escaping 
from San Diego with the deputy marshal 
aboard, has sent him ashore ata point on the 
coast about eight miles below the city. The Itala 
is a Chilian insurgent vessel, of iron build. She 
earries four cannon and about 100 men. The 


telegrams mentioned a probability that the. 


Robert and Minnie would go to San Clemente 
island, and there transfer her arms and ammu- 
nition to the Itala. 

The attorney general refused to indicate 


what further steps he had taken in the matter 


since the escape of the two vessels or to discuss 
the probability of any international complica- 
tions arising in connection with the matter. 
The attorney general had several conferences 
on the subject with the secre of the navy 
during the day,and this gave color to the story

A QUESTION RAISED. 

The escape of the Itala raises a tangled and 
important question of international law. The 
Alabama claims, which cost the British gov- 
ernment $20,000,000, arose in a similar manner 
through the equipment of a confederate vessel 
in an English port, and the supplying of men, 
guns and ammunition to her by British ves 
sels. As the Itala had been seized by the 
United States at San Diego, she was technic- 
— United States y until discharged, 
and is, therefore, liable to recapture on the 
high seas by a United States man-of-war, or to 
confiscation, if she ever enters United States 
ports. So far as is known, there is nocharge of 

y agains teither the Itala or the Robert and 
innie. They are charged with the violation 
of neutrality laws which forbid the fitting out 
in the United States of vessels to war upon 2 
country with which the United States is at 
peace. Incidentally the legal determination 
of the force of this oo involves the ques- 
tion as to whether the Chilian insurgents are 
to be recognized by the United States, as they 
have been by Great Britain, as beljigerents, 
and to the settlement of this question, the 
state department officials are already applying 

themselves. 

ARRIVAL OF THE OMAHA. 

Saw Francisco, May 7.—The Chronicle's 
special from San Diego says the United States 
steainer Omaha eutered San Diego harbor this 
morning, on her way from an Asiatic station, 
via Panama, to San Francisco, just twelve 
hours too late to be of any ser 
vice to the United States marshal 
in detaining the Itata. The captain of 
the Omaha, says he saw nothing of the Itata or 
the Chilian warship on the trip up the coast. 
The Omaha left-Yokohoma March 9th, and 
only stopped at San Diego for coal encugh to 
take her to the Golden Gate, where the vessel 
will be thrown out of commission and the 
crew paid off. This is her first visit to an 
American port for six years. The officers 
knew nothing of sensational events transpiring.

Growers Predict that Though Peaches 
Were Injured, Yet There Will Be_ 
Plenty, and of a Fine Variety. 


Greirriv, Ga., May 17.—[Special.]—Great 
interest is centered in the fruit crop of this 
section, and well there ma be, for when the 
crop is good it means hundreds of ‘ thousan 
of dollars to the growers, which in turn means 
money to the merchants. THE ConsriITUTION 
in the past has given pretty correct statistics 
as to the outlook for the crop, and as g many 
sections have recently reported that it would 
be a failure, great caution has been exercised 
in getting at the status in this, the fruit belt of 
the entire south. And now it is known be 
yond doubt that we will have fruit and plenty 
of it—fruit that is good, worthy of the name. 
Mr. Rudolph Otter was asked a few days ago 
his opinion of the crop. Taking his pencil he 
drew three lines—one across, one about half 
way, and the third about one-fourth across 
sheet of paper. Said he: | 
“The first line represents the crop .of 1889, 
which was phenomenal, and will bardly ever 
be reached again. The second represents an 
average crop of ten years, and the third one is 


a comparison of this year’s crop, with the 


average crop of ten years. In other words, the 
crop this year will reach about half an average 
crop. The fruit, however, will be fine and 
yield a handsome revenue, making the grow- 
ers really more money than if thecrop was 
larger.“ . 

Mr. E. B. Warman, superintendent of the 
canning factory, said this of all years is the 
year for Georgia to take the lead in fruit cul- 
ture. The crop, said he, is good, not only 
in Georgia, but in California, Delaware,Maine 
and other states, and the thing for our growers 
to do is to put their fruit in market in good 
condition. Wrap peaches and pears in 
tissue paper. The cost will be small, but the 
result greatly more satisfactory. If Georgia 
growers will do this and establish their repu- 
tation, their fortunes are made.” 

Mr. Henry Guthouse, who was so forlorn 
over his prospects, now says he will market a 
half crop. 


Mr. V. L. Hughes, who also thought the fruit 


killed by the freeze in March, now feels safe 
in saying he will get two-thirds of a crop. of 
peaches, and a full cropof grapes. 

Mr. A. Taylor, who depends, perhaps, more 
on his orchard for revenue than any of the 
growers in this section, is rejoicing in the 

rospect of three-fourths of a crop. r. Tay- 
or is —, of the Middle Georgia Shi 
pers’ Union, and when he spoke so enthusi- 
astically of the prospects, his attention was 
called to a statement in an Atlanta 82 
paper to the effect that the shippers’ union ha 
reported the crop here at one-fourth. 

Ir. Taylor was indignant that such a thing 
should gain circulation and give the shippers’ 
union as authority for it. It is without foun- 
dation in fact,“ said he. The shippers’ union 
has had no meeting since the day of the freeze, 
at which time we were all scared and reported 
only about a half crop. Now we see the dam- 
age was not so great as we thought it to be at 
that time.”’ 

Mr. J. D. Cunningham, Jr., of, Marietta, 
who owns large orchards in this section, was 
here this week! and to THz ConsTITUTION’s 
question replied: ‘My Dobbins orchard will 
yield fully two-thirds the crop it did in 1889. 
The fruit, in my opinion, will be much finer 
this year.“ 

Mr.J. D. Husted gives his opinion on his crop. 
He says: “I find the following varieties of 
peaches in good condition: Elberton, two- : 
thirds of a crop; Husteds, 13, 14 and 16, the 
same. Some of the other varieties only show 
n half crop. Yes, I consider the outlook 


What other varieties of fruit may we look 
for other than peaches ?’’ 

“Well, grapes never fail, and the p : 
are. the crop of this year has never | 
equaled in the past. Plums show healthy. 
signs, and cherries, with a good sprinkling of 
pears and apples, will be abundant. These 
are the principal market fruits, and hence the 
only ones we take notice of. There is no use 
talking, this is the garden spot of the earth for 
fruit culture, and this year will prove it.“ 

Mr. H. W. Hasselkuss, the veteran fruit 
grower of middle Georgia, is a firm believer in 
the crops of this year. To Tne Constrrv- 
TION he said: While the fruit acreage of 
Spalding is nothing with that of cotton, the 
money value of the former is rapidly gaining 
ground on the cotton, andin my opin on not 
many years will pass until they will at least 
stand on a par.“ 

There is food for reflection in what Mr. 
ially so since he bas 
been watching the fruit development and is, 
therefore, better prepared than any other man 
to deliver an opinion. ‘ 

To sum the matter up, old Spalding will fur- 
nish the juicy peach and luscious grapes in 
abundance to appreciative purchasers, and 
prove remunerative to the patient fruit 
growers.

Academy of Medicine tonight. The special- 
ists who have been experimenting in a large 
number of varying cases for a considerable 
length oftime submitted the results of their 
investigations. 

Dr. A. L. Loomis, of Bellevue; Dr. F. P.

FIRE BELCHED FORTH. 


Terrific Explosion at a Coal Mine in West 
Virginia. | 

Crarxssurc, W. Va., May 7.—This morn- 
ing about 7 o’clock, at the Ocean coal mines, 
northeast of this city, owned by Wilson, Black 
& Sheridan, a terrific explosion of gas oc- 
curred.

SIMPLE TALKS ON THE EYE. 


“The proper study of mapkind is man,” If this 
be so, then it is not amiss consider one of the 
most important parts in the make-up of a man, 
viz.: his eyes. 

The eye is curiously and wonderfully formed, 
and it is the most perfect optieal contrivance. It 
is apparently complicated, and yet it is simple“ 
It is strong, and yet in a certain way delicate. It 
receives the light. allows it to pass through the 
aqueous humor, crystalline lens, and vitreous hu- 
mor, whose function it is to properly assort and 
distribute the rays and throw them on the retina. 
Thus we have the sense of sight. The eye is called 
upon frequently to work two-thirds of the 
time, and it performs the task reli- 
ably and uncomplainingly until ti 
nature can hold out no longer, then the assistance 
of glasses is required. Glasses are used mainl |

his occurs at the age of forty and forty-five, and 
is easy to correct, if glasses are used in time. In 
young persons the efliary musele contracts and 
makes the crystalline lens more convex, but, as 
one grows older, the muscle becomes less able to 
do this work, and the crystalline lens grows 
harder, and it is necessary to apply convex glasses 
of proper strength to correct this deficiency. A 
few of the other defects of vision are mentioned 
and illustrated below. 


SHOWING A PERFECT EYE. 

In the above illustration it will be seen that the 
emmetropic or perfectly formed eye is adjusted 
for parallel rays of right. In such an eye the rays 
enter, pass through the crystalline lens, and t 
other refractive media and focus exactly on the 
retina at the back. The impression is then con- 
veyed to the brain through the optic nerve, and 
the result is perfect vision. 

It is frequently the case that, by reason of de- 
fective construction of the eye, the distance to the 
retina is too great and the rays focus before reach- 
ing the retina.

THE HYPERMETROPIC EYE.

This causes a person to see double, and is not so 
common as the other defects noted above, It is gen 
erally corrected by the use of lenses ground in tif 
form of prisms. For hypermetropia convex 
lenses are worn, and cases of near-sightedness are 
relieved by concave lenses.

The talk of President Polk, of the 
National Farmer's Alliance, printed in 
another column, is full of suggestion. 

According to the distinguished speaker, 
the discontent which has led the farm- 
ers into organization, arises neither 
from the cultivation of special products, 
nor from local conditions in certain sec- 
tions. The discontent is just as deep in 
the farming country around New York 
elty, where diversified crops and easy 
markets work out their best results, as 
in Georgia, where cotton is king, or in 
Kansas, where corn has to be used for 
fuel. This discontent, which knows 
neither section nor class, pervades the 
agricultural community of every state in 
the union. Crops are bounteous, lands 
are fertile, the people work with an in- 
dustry never before known, and yet te 
husbandman is in straits. 

When Mr. Polk finds the cause of 
this. universal depression in the financial 
legislation of the country, which is in 
favor of the gold standard, he really ar- 
raigns the republican party, for every 
evil of which he speaks owes its origin 
and development to that party. On the 
contrary, the democracy has ever been 
the party of the people, representing 
their wishes from time to time, as 
against the centralism which would make 
them the grist for a huge federal financial 
system. The party is pledged to the free 
coinage of silver, and tosuch measures as 
will give the greatest elasticity to the cur- 
rency; and if reform comes at all, it must 
come from democratic triumph. 

In view of the record of the demo- 
cratic party as the organ of the people, 
shown by its passage of the silver bill, 
which was strangled by the intervention 
of the republican president, there is 
neither room nor occasion for a third 
party. The people acting through the 
democratic party can effect their own 
reforms, untrammeled by the bossism 
which makes the republican party but 
the tool of a few brokers on Wall 
street.

It will be remem- 
bered that the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, under the admirable ‘traffic man- 
agement of Mr. Joseph M. Brown, made 


the experiment of reducing passenger | 


rates. Instead of three cents a mile, a 
rate ranging from two to two and a 
half cents, according to the distance 
traveled, was fixed, and the result was 
that in less than a month’s time after 
the reduction was announced, the pass-' 
enger business of the road increased to 
an extent never known before in the 
history of the road, and after the first 
year it was conclusively established that 
the experiment was a success, not only 
in largely increasing the number of 
passengers carried, but in also increasing 
the receipts of the road, not to speak of 
the great advantage which it obtained 
from the consequent development all along 
the line. 

The new lessees of the Western and 
Atlantic, however, asked the railroad 
commission for the privilege of putting 
the rate back to the three-cent basis, 
not because the reduction had been un- 
profitable, but because they were of the 
opinion that they could operate the 
road to greater advantage by sustaining 
the rate. governing the transportation of 
passengers on other roads in the state. 
Not only this, but the new lessees, be- 
ing a part of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville system, saw that the reduced rate 
on the Georgia part of the system, would 
result in a demand for a general reduc- 
tion over the entire system, or at least 
that part of it directly controlling the 
Western and Atlantic, the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis. 

The railroad commission, after full con- 


sideration, granted the request of the new 


lessees to increase the passenger rate of 
the Western and Atlantic to the same 
basis as that fixed for the other roads of 
the state. This was not unexpected, in- 
deed there was probably only one way 
in which the commission could have 
avoided the step, and that was by mak- 
ing a general reduction all along the 
line. But the matter had not been dis- 
cussed, and the advantage of such a re- 
duction’ was probably not as evident as 
it will be when the question is thoroughly 
discussed, and THE CONSTITUTION will 
endeavor to keep the public posted con- 
cerning it. 

It is said, however, that more than one 
of the three members of the commis- 
sion has indicated that the increase in 
the rate of the Western and Atlantic 
would not have been allowed had it not 
been asked on the specific ground that 
the state should put the new lessee on 
the same basis as that oceupied by 
the other roads of the state, There was 
justice in this demand.

The Denver News prints an interview 


Colorado, which contains more falsehood to 
the square inch than we have seen in a long 
time. 

Mr. Woodworth, after traveling through 
Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi, where he 
sold a lot of Colorado horses, proceeds to 
describe those states from à decidedly 
jaundiced standpoint. He says that the 
south is a century behind the times, and 
outside of Birmingham, which has attracted 
northern enterprise, he saw no change from 
the ante-bellum times. He claims that he 
saw in the streets of Atlanta and Montgom- 
ery oxen hitched in shafts drawing little 
wagons without springs. He says:: 

This is what we would call a “dead ax” in Col- 
orado, and is used as the principal means of loco- 
motion in the interior of the south. It is. very 
seldom that a double team of any kind is met with. 
The country people use one horse, mule or ox, and 
the only harness is a collar, two chains for traces 
and apad over the back of the animal to keep the 
traces from hitting the ground. Rope lines are 
universal in Dixie. The plows used in breaking 
the ground are about the size of a man's hand and 
are drawn by one animal. This is a striking con- 
trast with the Kansas style. There I saw four big 
horses hitched to a double plow which turned 
over two furrows, while the driver surveyed the 
scenery from a spring seat high in the air. In the 
south it requires four plows, four drivers and four 
horses to do the work of one driver and two horses 
in Colorado. 

But this is not all. Mr. Woodworth 
charges our people with treating horses and 
mules sa,cruelly and feeding them so poorly 
that the à rage life of a working horse is 
, and of a mule only three 
years. Altogether, we are a shabby people 
in Mr. Woodworth’s eyes, as the following 
extract from his interview will show:

The Northern Negroes, 

It is pleasing to observe that the colored 
brethren of the north are making arrange- 
ments to get on their ear in regard to the 
treatment they have been receiving at the 
hands of the republicans. .In this matter 
the negroes of the north have not displayed 
as much intelligence and enterprise as their 
colored brethren in the south, It seems 
queer that negroes who are only twenty-five 
years from slavery should display more in- 
telligence and independence than negroes 


“who have enjoyed the benefits of freedom 


for a much longer period; but so it is. The 
suuthern negro is superior to the northern 
negro in everything that makes for citizen- 
ship. He has ceased, for instance, to be 
the slave of the republican white men who 
make up the party in the south, and in all 
local and state elections he votes the demo- 
cratic ticket with enthusiasm. Moreover, 
he works the republican administration for 
all it is worth, and manages occasionally 
to drop gently into an * of trust and 
profit. 

Perceiving this 3 of affairs, the 
negroes of the north—or at least some of 
their representatives—have determined to 
make an effort to better their own political 
condition. These northern negroes occupy 
a very peculiar position. They are the 
backbone of the republican party. They 
have voted blindly with that party ever since 
the war. In the state of New York, in 
Iowa, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, they hold 
the balance of power. It is by reason of 
the negro vote that the republicans have 
been enabled to carry these states in any 
contest between the two parties, 

In spite of this fact, however, the position 
of the northern negroes is anything but 
agreeable. They do not enjoy one-half the 
privileges that are freely accorded to the 
negroes of the south. It is not alone that 


they are not permitted to hold any political 


office; that is a very small matter indeed a 


ar ‘deprivation that is of no importance; but 


they are not allowed to earn honorable liv- 
ings in the lines for which their capabilities 
fitthem. They are crowded to the wall in 


| every direction. There is no opening for 


them in any trade or business in which they 


are likely to come in competition with white 


men. They are compelled to confine them- 
selves to the most menial occupations, and 
those who are the most active in crowding 
them ont are the very republicans who are 
continually preaching about the desperate 
condition of the negroes in the south—ne- 
groes who find no occupation nor business 
closed to them. 

Under these circumstances it is natural 
that the negroes of the north should begin 
to grow somewhat restless and fretful. 
a convention held in Cincinnati the other 
day resolutions were adopted condemning 
the policy of the present administation and 
its predecessors ‘‘in selecting as represent- 
atives of the colored people those men 
from states where it is impossible to deliver 
a single electoral vote, to the exclusion of 
representative young colored men in north- 
ern states, where the votes of colored men 
are necessary to insure the election of any 


and all candidates upon either ticket of 


either politica] party.

ing; thus doing for the south what Harvard and 


Yale have done for the New England states. These 
records will not be merely stored away, but they 
will be arranged and made accessible, under proper 
restrictions, to writers or students of history. 
Great numbers of important papers and other 
records must now be scattered throughout the 
south, in dangér of destruction, and often having 
little value or interest for their present possessors. 
Such records the university will gratefully re- 
ceive; and in case the present owners do not Wish 
to alienate them permanently, they will be taken 
as a deposit subject to recall.”

Owing to circumstances over which he had 
little control, Tun Consrrrurion’s special 
correspondent was unable to send but a brief 
outline of the oceurrences there. Everyhody 
was anxious for the details.

I went to Athens along with the Scott 
Thornton aggregation of uniqueness.

Mr. McDonald is a son of Rev. Dr. Mo- 
Donald, pastor of the Second Baptist church, 
and has many friends in Atlanta who will be 
deeply pained to learn of the sad and maybe 
fatal accident. 

Dr. McDonald left Atlanta yesterday 
for Birmingham to attend the Baptist con- 
vention, and knows nothing yet of his son’s 
dangerous condition. 

Telegrams telling the story reached Atlanta 
last night but came too late te be sent to 
Birmingham. 

Mr. McDonald has been in Athens several 
days and is quite well known in that city. 

It appears from Athens telegrams re- 
ceived last night that Mr. McDonald 
accidentally shot himself while loading a 
pistol, and the wound, while not necessarily 
fatal, is of a very serious nature. 

About 10 o’clock last night he was at the 
hotel and started up town. On Milledge ave- 
nue he halted a passing carriage driven by a 
negro named Ike Williams and asked him to 
carry him up town. The negro had two 
trunks in the carriage and did not have much 
room left, but took Mr. McDenald on. 

When the carriage arrived at Mrs. Lips- 
comb’s, the negro stopped to put off the trunks. 

Mr. McDonald then told the driver to wait 
until he went down the street a little ways to 
see a friend. In a few minutes be returned, 
and getting in the carriage started back for the 
hotel. 

As the earriage passed the residence of Cap- 
tain Yancey Mr. McDonald asked the negro 
driver if he could load a pistol. 

The negro replied that he could, but Mr. 
McDonald said: 

J reckon I can loaditifI have the cart- 
ridges.” 

He then went into his pocket and found one 
cartridge, and began loading the pistol. The 
negro said: 

Don't point the pistol this way. 

I don’t reckon, said Mr. McDonald, “T’ll 
shoot myself if I try to load it.” 

Almost immediately the pistol fired and he 
exclaimed: 

‘*T’m shot; drive me to the hotel at once.“ 

The negro did not think the gentleman was 
shot, but on driving under a lamppost found it 
to be true,and drove rapidly to the hotel, where 
Drs. Benedict and Goss were summoned to the 
wounded man’s side. 

It was found that the ball was from a 33- 
calebre pistol and had entered about one inch 
above the left nipple, passing through the out- 
ter edge of the left lung. The be ball did not 
pass entirely through, and the doctors did not 
think it adyisable to probe forit. They are of 
the opinion that it is a serious wound, though 
not necessarily fatal. 

The incedents of the happening are taken 
from the statements of Ike Williams, the negro 
driver and are corroborated by Mr. McDonald.

The verdict was guilty. 

There was no recommendation for mercy. 

It only remains for Judge Clark, in pro- 
nounoing tne death sentence, to fix the date of 
execution.

I have sent To you a nomber of 
orders By men who done ther on trading I will 
say to you you can goto h—Ill from now on with 
your trade and I will advertise you in County as 
damed Swindler Yours and &c 

The shoe firm turned the letter over to the 

ostal inspector, and the matter will 

e thoroughly investigated. The penalty for 
sending such matter through the mails is 
pretty heavy. The shoe dealers claim that 
they filled the order asit was given, and are 
blameless. 

The lasting qualities of the leather seem to 
have been the sole cause of the disturbance, 
and neither side is disposed to show any quar- 
ter, but will peg away at each other and 
spring every point that is possible. The story 
bristles with interest, and this is not all; there 
are some straight tips that indicate that one 
side is pretty well heeled, while insteps 
the other and charges fraud, laying themselves 
liable to boot.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MAREET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
NEW YORK, May 7. The stock market again 
that it hinges at present upon railroad 

meetings now in session, and while there was consid- 
erable trading with a weaker tone in the forenoon, the 
impetus of the causes Which brought those movements 
about was insufficient to maintain the interest in the 
market through the day. Dullness and stagnation, 
therefore, marked the dealings of the afternoon. Most 
of the selling today was from Chicago, but this was 
attributed to realizations only and outside of stocks in 
which that center is interested there was but little 
weakness in the market, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Louis being the prominent exception. The up- 
ward movement in Cordage was continued, notwith- 
standing an expectation that the- manipulation would 
dense after the stock had reach par, but the improve- 
ment was neutralized in the late weakness in the 
market. This weakness was due to the an- 
nouncement of a heavy shipment of gold for Satur- 
day steamers, some cstimates placing the amount 
as high as $6,000,000. Money is returning from the 
country, however, and there is plenty of time money 
offering at ö per cent for short time and 5's per cent 
for eight months and there is no liklihood of any 
higher rate, except as the result of a temporary 
manipulation. Bears were heavy sellers, and while 
coticessions in prices were material, with the help of 
free liquidations of long stocks, there is danger that 
the market will become largely oversold. The pres- 
sure to sell was most conspicuous in Industrials and 
Grangers, but the reaction reached to all portions of 
the list and each new announcement of gold for export 
sent prices down farther. Selling was not concluded 
apparently even with the close, which was active and 
weak at the lowest prices of the day. The final 
changes are all in the direction of lower figures, while 
the great majority of stocks are only fractionally 
lower.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, May 7.—The. wheat market did not make 
good its early promise of an advance in values for the 
day. On the contrary it suffered a decided break from 
its early advance, closing qe lower for July, but ‘sc 
higher for May than it closed yesterday. The condi- 
tions were rather favorable to the bull side. July, 
which opened at $1.00‘, @§$1.00°%%, rose to $1.02. On this 
advance big bear operators were quietly selling wheat 
through various commission firms. Their offerings 
finally stopped the rise and started prices in the other 
direction. It declined to I. 01 ,, to 51.01, to $1.01, 
holding for some time at each of these points. At $1.01 
the pressure was temporarily removed, and a reaction 
to 51.01% followed. Then it took a header downward 
to 98 g, strengthened near the close and closed a 
99.4% 9960. 

Corn opened rather excited. Receipts were light. 
There were a good many buying orders and shorts 
were inclined to cover. July started in a rather ragged 
way at 61562 4e, against 6144 e at the close yesterday, 
and advanced to 63'sc. The advance brought out more 
liberal offerings. The break in wheat was felt sympa- 
thetically, and the price slid down to 616, closing 0 
higher than the closing figure of yesterday. 

The oat market was governed by wheat and corn. 
July opened at 47'4(@A7iyc, against 4744c at the close 
yesterday, advanced to 48c, broke with the other ce- 
reals to 46'sc and closed at 464. 

In provisions, as fh grains, there was a sharp rise 
at the outset, then a long period of dullness and sagg- 
ing markets, and finally aslump. The highest prices 
were made near the close. July pork closed with a 
loss of 5 cents compared with yesterday’s close, and 
July lard is off an equal amount,

The Peachtree people are not in love with 
' electricity, but want a double track all the 
| way out Peachtree from Marietta to the city 
‘limits. : 

And want horses as the motive power. 

The Washington street folks want double 
tracks and electric cars. 

Both meetings appointed committees to go 
before the joint committee, in whose custody 
the papers are now, and give voice to the 

wishes of the localities. , 

The electric committee and the special com- 
mittee will meet in the mayor’s office this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

Then the question in all shapes will be dis- 
cussed. 

Mr. Middlebrooks, chairman of the electric 
committee, and Mr. Woodward, chairman of 
the special committee, united yesterday in a 
call of the committee and a request to the 
parties interested to be present. 

“We want,” they said, to give everybody 
concerned a full hearing, so that we may be 
able to prepare our report for the special ses- 
sion of the council next Tuesday. The ques- 
tion is an important one, and we sincerely 
hope that every one interested in the ques- 
tions under consideration will be present and 
have their say. 

The street car people are anxiously and im- 
patiently awaiting the report of the commit- 
tee. The engineers have been over the dif- 
ferent lines and have settied the final details 
of track-laying. The rails have been ordered 
and poles are only waiting for the holes in the 

und. 

“We want to get to work at once, said Mr. 
Hurt yesterday, and within a few hours of 
the council’s final action our men will be 
building the lines.“ 

“Whitehall tirst?’’ 

es, I guess we will begin the Whitehall 
line into West End first. However, we will 
have a big enough force to be at work on them 
all. We won't stand back on a dollar when it 
comes to work.”’ 

What about the double tracks on Peach- 
tree? 

“Of that I can't speak. If the people out 


there want a double track we will give it to 


them. If they want a single track they shall 
have it. Or if they want the horse car with 
fine bloooded Kentucky stock to draw them, 
we'll try to be accommodating. However, 
they'll consider that question at their meeting 
tonight. 

“You are wedded to double tracks?“ 

Every one who has studied transit, whether 
rapid or not, is. It is almost impossible to 
handle large crowds on single tracks with its 
great number of turnouts. Just let one car 
get off schedule time and the entire schedule 
goes to pieces. That’s not the case with a 
double-track system. There one. car can’t 
| knock another out.“ 

“Then again,“ continued Mr. Hurt, “if we 
put a single track on Peachtree from the juno- 
tion out it won't be long before the people will 
tire of it and ask for a double track. That will 
mean a heavy loss to us.“ 
„How so?” 

“If we put down the single track it won't be 
long before the people will call for a double 
track, and we will have to build it.

„As far as we can consistently. But Peach- 
tree don’t own the town.

Bleckley, J. C,—1. The constitution confers no 
jurisdiction upon the Supreme Court, save for the 
trial and determination of writs of error from the 
superior and city courts. The writ of error pro- 
vided for by statute prior to the act of 1889 was 
abolished by that act, and a new and different one 

rescribed, an essential part of which is a clause 

n the judge's certificate showing that the bill of 
exceptions specifies all of the record material to a 
clear anderstanding of the errors complained of, 
or else that none of the record is ma 5 

2. Though the sole error complained of be the 
denial of a motion in arrest ot judgment, a legal 
writ of error is requisite to bring up any part of 
the record below, and to give thts court jurisdic- 
tion to entertain the case. 

3. It is not the duty of the judges of the superior 
or city courts to prepa e or correct certificates to 
bills of exceptions, but only to sign such as are 
presen to them when they are in the form pre- 
scribed by statute. The remedy to have the cer- 
tificate signed when it is both true and in proper 
form is by mandamus, Any other certificate may 
be treated as none at all.

CHIEF ARTHUR STARTS HOME. 


The Railroad Misunderstandings Adjusted 
in Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 7.—[Specia!.]—Chief 
Arthur, of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, left for his home at Cleveland, O., 
tonight. This morning he had an interview 
with Superintendent Starr of the Central rail- 
road, 

“There is no fear of any serious trouble, said 
he to a ConsTITUTION correspondent after- 
wards: “there were merely some misunder- 
standings between the men and the road aris 
ing in part from a misconception of the cir- 
cumstances. These have been practically all 
adjusted, and so there is nothing further for 
me to do.“ 

„How about the wages,“ he was asked. 
Has anything been done looking to a change 
in that respect?“ 

“Nothing. The men have a contract with 


| the road which does not end until next No- 
vember. 


That agreement states what pay 
they shall receive, and provides for such con- 
tingencies as delays, etc. The men will ad- 
here to that contract and the railroad will do 
likewise.’ Of that there is no question. Of 
course when the term of the contract expires 
the engineers may not be, and probably will 
not be willing to agree to similar conditions to 
govern their relations with the company dur- 
ing the next year. But thatisa matter that 
will remain in abeyance until that time. 

“There are several minor matters in which 
there is a difference of opinion between the 
engineers and the company that will be 
further investigated here. have the 
assurance of the officials that the spirit of 
the contract will be fulfilled and full justice 
done to the men. In the case of Engineer 
Cleary, who was dismissed from the com- 
pany’s service after being injured in an acci- 
dent, which, he claims, could not be prevented, 
owing to defective air brakes, the men con- 
tend that an injustice has been done to him. 
An engineer who is dismissed has the right to 
appeal to the higber officials, and Mr. 
Cleary’s case will be looked into and passed 
upon by them.“
